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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. Applicants' remarks filed on 12/18/2006 have been entered. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are 
active. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. The prior 1 12, 1^' paragraph rejection based on not enabling reasoning is withdrawn. 
Applicants' arguments directed to the withdrawn reasoning are moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a specific or substantial asserted utihty or a well estabhshed utility. 

More particularly, claim 1 merely recites a composite structure comprising a polymeric 
foam substrate and a layer of latex formed on a portion of a surface of the foam substrate, 
wherein the latex layer infiltrates into at least a portion of a subsurface layer of the foam 
substrate. Since the specification clearly discloses that the claimed composite structure is only 
present at an intermediate for forming a final composite structure having a dried and cured alloy 
layer formed fi-om the latex, and nowhere is there a disclosure that the claimed composite 
structure is capable of providing a utility by itself, the composite structure of claim 1 lacks utility 
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for anything. Additionally, it is unseen that an un-dried, un-cured latex layer on the "composite 
structure" of claim 1 would be able to maintain its layer structure for any use, therefore the 
claims lack any patentable utility. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise^ and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention, 

7. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific or substantial asserted utility or a 
well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not 
know how to use the claimed invention. 

Response to Argument 

8. Applicants argue at Remarks page 2 that the specification makes clear that the curing step 
is part of one aspect of one embodiment of the present invention, and making the composite 
structure prior to any curing step is another embodiment. However, prior to curing, the 
composite structure lacks any specific or substantial asserted utility.
